Fire at Kaper Biecs & Co.’s 
WAREHOUSE, NoRFOLK, VA.—Asa good 
many of our North Carolina merchants 
do business in Norfolk, Va., and with 
the firn of Kader Biggs & Co., in that 
place, we take from the Journel an ac- 
count of the fire at the Warehouse of 
that firm on Sunday night last, which is 
alluded to elsewhere in this paper: 


“The fire at the warehouse of Kader 
Bigys & Co. was occasioned, as we have 
already stated, by sparks blown from 
the building on Water street. These 
lodged upon the gutter, setting fire to 
to the cornice of the house, whence the 
flames spread rapidly to the interior and 
were Communicated to the cotton stored 
on the fourth tioor, A small wooden 
cupola in the centre of the building was 
fired in the same manner, the flames 
spreading to the rafters of the house 
and thence to the bales of cotton. The 
situation demanded rapid action, and 
appreciating this fact, several firemen 
dashed up the stairs to the fourth story, 
where the smoke was so blinding they 
were compelled to lie flat on the floor 
and to place handkerchiels over their 
mouths to prevent suffocation. Grop- 
sheir way througb the smoke and flames 
three gailant fellows reached the west 
side of the house, where with axes 
they cut a hole through the roof, and 
then threw out into the street the burn- 
ins bales of cot.on. Through the hole 
in the root a steady stream of water was 
poured, deluging the house and com- 
pletely putting out the fire. It the paid 
tire department needed vindication, it 
receiyed it Sunday night. The gallar- 
try of the men and the faithfulness with 
whch they worked in subduing the 
flames was the theme of praise upon 
euery tongue. The value of their set- 
vices will be appreciated when we state 
that the property stored in the ware- 
house is valued atZover $100,000. It 
contained 1,100 bales of cotton, 1,000 
bays uf peanuts, 100 tons of guano, a 
larye quanty of cotton bagging and 
other articies, The cotton 1s on con- 
sivument to Biggs & Co, Between 39d 
and 40 bales were consumed and 75 or 
80 dumaged—some badly. The damage 
to the building by fire is not great, but 
the entire stock is more or less injured 
by water.

The full text of the correspondence 
between the Spanish King and the 
Cortes, leaves us with a decidedly favor- 
able impression of the character and 
firmness of Amadeus. It was only when 
he saw that his task was hopeless, and 
the long and bloody struggle of many 
ycars was still no nearer 1ts termination, 
that he determined, wisely we think, to 
resign. He owed nothing to Spain. He 
had been called tothe throne simply as 
the most available candidate. He was ex- 
pected to do impossibilities. Unless he 
could have changed the Spanish nature, 
to settle all differences;was beyond mortal 
power, Ifthe enemies of Spain had been 
soldiers, he could have tought them at 
the head of the troops, but be says to 
the Cortes—-and they are true and bitter 
words— 

“All those who with sword and pen and 
speech aggravate and perpetuate the 
trouble of the nation are Spaniards ; 
they all unite under the hallowed name 
of fatherland ; they all strive and labor 
for its well-being ; and amid the din of 
combat—amid the confused, appalling 
and contradictory clamor of the con 
testants—amid so many and so widely 
opposed manifestations of public opin- 
ion, it is impossible to choose the right, 
and still more impossible to finda rem- 
edy for such gigantic ills.” 

Ani so hereturns to the nation its 
crowo. The reply of the Cortes was 
draited by Castelar. It acknowledges 
that the King has been faithful to his 
pledges to the nation; assumes to the 
Cortes all sovereign power his 
resignation, and concludes with an his- 
torical comparison between the present 
condition of the country and former 
times, when they were worse, which 
appears to be a source of very great 
consolation.

SINGULAR RESULT OF A MURDER 
TRIAL.—A letter from New York, dated 
March 14, says: The Cowes murder trial 
has ended in a verdict of manslaughter 
in the third degree, and the sentencing 
of the prisoner to four years at Sing 
Sing, Judge Brady, in delivering the 
judemecnt of the court, said there was 
no doubt Cowes was intoxicated when 
he killed Down, but that was no reason 
why he should not sufier the severest 
penalty attaching to the crime. It was 
time that an example was made in these 
cases. A curious incident followed this, 
when the case of John Fitzpatrick and 
John Lynn, also indicted for murder, 
was called. It had been arranged with 
the District Attorney that a plea of 
manslaughter in the third degree would 
be made in each case and accepted; but, 
when the prisoners heard the Judge 
give Cowes the full extent of the law, 
their courage forsook them, aad, declin- 
ing to stand by their plea, much to the 
confusion of their counsel, they were 
remanded to jail.
